topples them from the throne and down 
the path that begins in disgrace and may 
end at the gallows, the final reward of 
so many of Moscow's loyal proconsuls. 


Complete success of a mission is the 


only answer Stalin accepts. His French 
Man Friday. Jacques Duclos, flubbed the 
the recent mob riots,, got arrested and 
now has been degfaded by the Com- 
munist Party because of dumbness. 


Ana Pauker. the most hard-boiled of 


Red Amazons, has been rebuked in Ru- 
mania because she so ruthlessly backed 
up Soviet dictates in currency reform, 
deportation and other unpopular meas- 
ures that even local rank and file Com- 
munists complained. 


"Aunty" Ana. the wife who sent the 


father of her three children to the exe- 
cution squad, has been made the scape- 
goat for worker and peasant complaint, 
and has been given the heave-to from 
the Bucharest Politburo. 


Russia's faithful Czech traitor, Ru- 


dolph Slansky, is in the same prison to 
which he had previously sent his victims. 
A purge in Bulgaria, which already has 
kicked out from party membership more 
than 17,000 suspects, has lately touched 
leaders closely associated with Prime 
Minister Vulko Chervenkov.

YOUR HEALTH 
By HERMAN V. BtNDESEN. M. D. 


MANY parent? have hee.n warned, or 


have learned through experience, that 
certain children's diseases tend to break 
out in the summT Thus they are ad- 
*vised to be on guard againt poliomyeli- 
tis at this season. 


Herpaneina is another disease 'hat. 


may atlack a child in the summer. It r, 
faiil> common, though not ?.o much 
written about it. It is usually 
contagious, and may be expected to 
spread amon;; children w i t h the ap- 
proach of summer. 


The chief symptoms of herpanaira 


are a bad sore throat, with httle blisters 
and ulcers around the tonsils and palatr 
The throat appears very red. and about, 
five little blisters can usuallv he found 
OP the tonsil if one looks carofu'ly. 


As a rule, this disease ^ 
farts sud- 


denly with a h;ch fever and lasts from 
one to four days. A >oungstor may he 
expected to lose his appetite and cry or 
complain because of hard and painful 
swallowing. He may also \orni' his food. 
Another sympton. to watch for is a pam 
in the abdomen, which is common and 
sometimes mistaken for appendicitis. 


Herpangina can occur, in children 


of any age. and sometimes has the ap- 
pearance of the becinning of diphtheria. 


We have learned a few things about 


this disease in the past few years that 
have helped us understand it a little bet- 
ter. We know it is due to a virus, a type 
of germ that cannot be seen through on 
ordinary microscope, and that passes 
through filters which stop most bacteria. 
However, we can now se» a number of 
viruses with the electron microscope, a 
new and more powerful instrument. 


It has been found that the virus 


causing herpangina are very similar to 
those responsible for the so-called Cock- 
sickle infection, which spread through* 
out tbt country a year or • afo.
